The arb itration of the fisheries dis 
pute b etween the United States and 
Great Britain, which 
has b een

source of nearly continuous diplomatic 
'correspondence since the fisheries con­ 
vention of 1818, has given an aw a rd 
.which is satisfactory to b oth parties. 


P ea c e C o m m i s s i o n . 
Appreciating these enlightened tend­ 
encies of modern times, the congress 
at its last session passed a law provid­ 
ing for the appointment of a corn mis­ 
sion of five memb ers “to he appointed 
b y the president of the United States 
to consider the expediency of utilizing 
¡existing international agencies for the 
purpose of limiting the arm a m ents of 
the nations of tin* world b y internation­ 
al agreement and of constituting the 
¡comb ined navies of the world an inter­ 
national fo rce for the preservation of 
'universal peace and to consider and 
report upon any other means to dim in­ 
ish the expenditures of government for 
military purposes an d to lessen the 
prob ab ilities of war.” 
The work of the international fish- 
eries commission appointed in 1008. 
under the treaty of April 11. 1008, b e­ 
tween Great Britain and the United 
» States, has resulted in the formula­ 
tion and recommendation of uniform 
regulations governing the fisheries of 
the b oundary waters of Canada and j 
the United States for tin* purpose of j 
protecting and Increasing the supply I 
of feed fish in such waters.

BUT WISE; A3VERTISII8 
TIME IS TO-MY 


The recent events in the world have 
made up a budget of news sufficient to 
swamp nearly all journalistic interest 
In a revolution which, if it took place 
in the smallest sovereign state in the 
world, was none the less serious for 
that 
In other words, Albert, prince 
of Monaco, ran a very serious risk of 
following the example of the Portu- 
i guese sovereign and of finding his min­ 
iature principality over which he held 
absolute sway converted into a repub­ 
lic. 
Those who have Jived in and about 
the principality of Monaco, which, as 
some one once remarked, is so small 
that you never know whether you are 
in or out of it, have been well aware 
for some time past of the discontent 
of the natives. 
It was not in the im­ 
mediate neighborhood of the famous 
casino, where the roulette wheel never 
tires, that this discontent was evident, 
but in the Ville de Monaco itself there 
have been growls and muttering« for 
many months past—growls which de­ 
veloped into something more threaten­ 
ing and Induced the prince to accord 
his people liberty of the press and the 
right to elect their municipal council. 


People's Appetite W hetted. 


Once political blood was tasted the 
Monégasques wanted more. 
It was 
all very well, they cried, to live tax 
free in a country to which the for­ 
eigners flocked in such numbers as to 
give employment to all and prosper­ 
ity to most. 
It was all very well to 
be able to say what one liked in tho 
public press and to have the right to 
elect one’s municipal governors. 
But 
that was not. enough. 
W hy should the 
millions that came from the coffers 
of the casino pass Into the hands of 
the sovereign, to be administered by 
him as best be pleased without con­ 
sulting his loyal subjects? 
Thus the natives argued, and tlieir 
leaders fanned the flame of discon­ 
tent. 
A deputation was formed, and 
the people called upon the prince at- 
his hotel in Baris to press the people's 
demands. The sovereign kept the dep­ 
utation kicking their heels in 7Paris 
for a week, then sent them word that 
he would give them rendezvous In 
Brussels. 
The Infuriated deputation returned 
to Monaco, and the growls developed 
into a baric. 
A wire was sent to the 
sovereign, who began to realize that 
matters were getting beyond a joke. 
So ho sent his son, the hereditary 
Prince 
Louis, 
to 
arrange 
matters. 
Prince Louis arrived in Monaco to be 
met by an angry population. 
Prince 
Louis was escorted in ominous silence 
to his palace, where the municipal 
council gave him forty-eight hours in 
which to make up his mind. Ho Prince 
IjOuis, after reflection, wired to his 
father to the effect that all the trumps 
were in the people’s hands, and Ids 
father wired back that he gave irp the 
game. 
Thus was the revolution of Monaco 
carried out without bloodshed and an 
absolute sovereign converted into a 
miniature imitation of King George V. 


R evolutionists A re Few . 


Just as Monaco is tho smallest sov­ 
ereign state in all the wide world, so 
has the revolution been accomplished 
by what is surely the smallest number 
Of natives that have ever been respon­ 
sible for a con j) d'etat It will astonish 
a good many to learn that the entire 
native population of the principality 
of Monaco—men, women and children 
—consist of 1,500 souls, while the roll 
of voters numbers exactly 650. 
The 
foreigners of Monaco number 15,000. 
Prince Albert’s first parliament will 
likewise make up a tiny total, for its 
members will he just eighteen tu num­ 
ber. 
In fact, one may say with all sin­ 
cerity that the largest thing in Monaco 
is Us revenue, of which the newly 
made constitution will have the han­ 
dling. 
While flie prince will of necessity 
! suffer financially by tin* revolution, he 
j will he by no means a poor sovereign 
in the future. 
Quite apart from the 
enormous 
fortune he has amassed, 
I• most of which Is invested in Germany 
—he is nu intimate friend of the kaiser 
--he will in the future be allowed a 
sum of about 8800,000 per annum—no 
meager amount considering the size of 
his dominions! His parliament, by the 
way, will demand from him jio account 
of ids past stewardship.
